Loss in taxes 
under Tree Growth for 1980 is 
$16,577.77, Of this amount, $4,571. 
22 is to be reimbursed by the Etate 
by law if and when the money is 
available. In 1979 $15,087.78 was 
lost under Tree Growth, $5,579.91 
was to have been reimbursed. In 
December 1979, a check was re- 
ceived for $2,907.41 of this am- 
ount. This represented eleven cents 
per acre for land under Tree 
Growth. Since the State was short 
of funds and not enough money 
remained in the account to pay the 
balance, the Legislature passed a 
Resolve that only 85.5% of the bal- 
ance would be paid. Newry asses- 
sor, Roger Hanscom, said that this 
is just another example of the 
State failing to meet their obliga- 
tions and placing additional bur- 
dens on muncipalitieg, 

Under the Tree Growth Law, 
Municipalities are to be reimburs- 
ed for loss from the 1972 tax on 
under Tree Growth‘in the current 
year, less 10% of the 1972 tax on 
Same, or eleven cents per acre,

1979, Newry’s reimbursement for 
1978 loss was $649, short, and it 
was not until Hanscom had bat- 
tled with the State Bureau of 
Taxation, then Governor Brennan 
for several months that the short- 
age was made up. The estimated 
shortage in State funds for Tree 
Growth Reimbursement for 1979 
loss is $25,000, and instead of ap- 
propriating additional funds, the 
Legislature simply passed a resolve 
to refund only 85:5% of the am- 
ount due. Hanscom said he felt 
that if the State could not meet 
it's obligations and make the re- 
imbursement required by law, that 
they should repeal the Tree 
Growth Law, Hanscom said that 
the Tree Growth Law was a hard- 
ship to other property owners, es- 
Specially low income honie own- 
ers, In many Municipalities only 
a small portion of the lioss is re- 
imbursed, he said. 


A group known as HALT (Help 
Alleviate Local Taxes), together 
with the Maine Municipal Associa- 
tion, has agreed to organize a pe- 
tition drive to seek repeal of the 
Tree Growth Law. An organiza- 
tional meeting will be held at the 
Maine Municipal Building in Au- 
gusta on May 22. Municipal offici- 
als through the State are urged to 
attend and help with the effort 
to get this drive underway. The 
Tree Growth Tax Law, which came 
into effect in 1973, places a much 
lower valuation on woodlands 
which come under the law, thereby 
an extra burden on other taxpay- 
ers. In Newry this year, this extra 
tax amounts to 13.8%. A taxpayer 
with a $30,000 home, for example 
Will have a tax bill of $390, With- 
out Tree Growth the tax would be 
$336, This means the taxpayer is 
paying $336. tax of their own, plus 
$54, tax to make up for what sume 
large avoodland owner is not pay- 
ing under Tree Growth. Currently 
there are 28 owners with 48 lots 
with a total of 26,367 acres under 
Tree Growth. The Tree Growth 
value is $834,137.90. Without Tree 
Growth the value would be $2,109,- 
360, a loss of $1,275,222 in val- 
ation and $16,577.90 in taxes, 
$4,571 of this loss is to be reini- 
bursed by the State if the money 
is available,

Through the equipment 
catalogs. available in the Bethel 
Water District, I have learned that 
a recycling pump system is not 
prohibitively expensive to install. 
The key issue on a new fountain 
it seems is how it should look and 
how big the base should be. Ob- 
viously, there are a range of style 
and price options all of which must 
be eventually considered by the 
town and any action to replace 
the fountain would require a spe- 
cial town meeting. 

The role I hope to play is two 
part: (1) I would be glad to re- 
ceive phone calls, letters and/or 
stop-me-on-the-street-messages ab- 
out individual feelings in this 
matter; (2) I would be glad to 
help in sketching a pen and ink 
drawing of the various styles of 
new fountain which might be 
considered by the town. Based on 
past discussions, any final consid- 
eration for an addition to the 
Common would require a sketch 
of some kind,

For those who want 
something closer to their front 
door, young dandelions (before 
blooming) may still be found on 
many a lawn and are delicious, 
District campgrounds are now 
open, The fee at Basin, Hastings, 
Cold River, and Wild River is $3 
per night.

One of the YACC enrollees, She- 
ryl Farrar, has prepared the fol- 
lowing anticle on the YACC pro- 
igram: 

What is YACC? 

Young Adult Conservation Corps 
is a sometimes misunderstood but 
important part of the function of 
the United States Forest Service 
in Bethel, Maine and all over the 
USA, 

YACC, for short, is a program 
provided for young adults from 
the ages of 16 to 23 regardless of 
sex, race, color, or national ori- 
gin. It is designed for persons not 
currently employed and lasts 12 
months, Enrollees vary in back- 
ground from junior high educa- 
tion to individuals with college 
degrees. Loggers, secretaries, ar- 
tists, and some who are using this 
as a first work experience are in- 
cluded in the crew at the Evans 
Notch Ranger District. A majority 
of the enrollees live-in South Pa- 
ris, Rumford, Bethel, and adjoin- 
ing communities in Oxford Coun- 
ty. 

During the 12-month work peri- 
od, the enrollees engage in use- 
ful conservation work and assist 
in completing projects on the Na- 
tional Forest or other public lands 
such as local towns, 

The work program on the White 
Mountain National Forest covers 
areas of timber management, wild- 
life management, recreation, and 
watershed control. 

Some examples of work accom- 
plished in 1979 are 300 acres of 
timberstand improvement, con- 
struction of niné buildings at the 
Bog Brook ‘Youth Conservation 
Corps Camp, 30 acres of white 
pine seédlings planted, 111 miles 
of hiking trail maintained, six 
miles of hiking trail reconstruct- 
ed, atid 20 acres of wildlife habi- 
tat improvement, 

Traitiing arid safety are part of 
the program as well as work ae- 
complishment, Once a month YA 
CC members are given a safety 
cotirse which is conducted by per- 
sonnel familiar with the work pro- 
jects, first aid, firefighting, and 
home safety,

Twenty-five representatives from 
Androscoggin Home Health, Tri-
